The 
writer shews from a great nomber of observations in 
mines, that the temperature increases very regularly 
as We penetrate decper into the crust, and that in the 
British mines generally, the labourers who work at 
the depth of 1300 or 1400 feet, or one fourth ol" mile 
from the surface, live in a temperature (80 to 82) 
higher than that of Jamaica. Mr. Bald, of Alloa, 
published some facts in the Edinburgh Philosophical 
Journal some years ago, and Mr. Daubuisson gives | 
others relating to the mines of Saxony, which estab- 
lishes the same conclusion.
